A Rich Man’s Budget 


The national budget recently presented 
by the Hon. J. L. Isley is completely out of 
line with Liberal principles because it af- 
fords tax relief to high income earners 
out of all proportion to the relief accorded 
those in the low income brackets. 

According to recent figures, there are 
31.675,000 taxpayers in Canada whose in» 
comes do not exceed $2,000 per year. 
There are 775,000 taxpayers in all other 
classes. In other words, 68.37 percent of 
all Canadians earning taxable incomes 
make less than $2,000 a year. Counting in 
those who have incomes under the tax- 
able level, we have about 80 percent of the 
Canadian people earning considerably 
under $2,000, 

One would have thought that the Lib- 
eral doctrine which holds that government 
should operate to the benefit of the ma- 
abe would have offered tax relief to the 

ow-wage 68 percent instead of to the high 
income 32 percent. But it does not work 
out that way under the new budget. On 
the contrary. bs 

The total reduction in personal income 
tax for the coming year is estimated at 
115,000,000. The great majority of tax- 
payers (the lower salaried 68 percent) 
benefit to the extent of around $30,000,000 
while those in the higher brackets bene- 
fit to the extent of $55,000,000 or nearly 
three times the amount of relief* granted 
the little man. 

Or to look at it another way; 

At present a single person receiving 
$800 a vear pays $45 per annum income 
taxes. The 16 per cent reduction effected 
in his case amoufits to $7.20. In other 
words, the reduction means a one percent 
increase in his take-home pay. 

On the other hand, the man with an 
income of $50,000 per annum, who al 


ar 


income tax reduced by $5,500. 
tidy sum to the $50,000 man’s take-home 
pay and it figures out a substantial in- 
crease of one-third or 33 percent. Thus, 
the rich man gets 33 times benefit 
from the reduction in income tax as the 
poor man. 

This flat reduction across the board in 
income taxes simply means that the higher 
Ahe income, the greater the benefit. 

This is inequitable, un-Liberal and 
quite in keeping with the Ilsley procedure 
which continues to tax the meagre wages 
of thousands down to $660 a year.

Wages - Profits - Production 


President Truman's idea is that since 
employing firms in the United States will 
not have to pay excess profits taxes in 
future they can raise wages without rais- 
ing prices. That what formerly had to go 
to the Government can be put in the pay 
envelopes, thus maintaining the employee's 
buying power and standard of living—with- 
out forcing the customer to pay more, buy 
fewer things, and live poorer. 

To whatever extent the idea is work- 
able, and is put into operation, the results 
will be to the genera! good; would be so in 
Canada as in the United States. In the 
Dominion the excess profits tax is cut 40 

r cent by the budget propgsals now be- 

ore parliament. 

In both countries there is wide demand, 
accompanied by strike threats, that the 
take-home pay of the employee be kept at 
approximately the wartime level. Since he 
worked overtime pretty regularly in war- 
time, this means an increase in the basic 
rate of pay for the ordinary peacetime 
work-day or work-week. Thirty per cent 
seems to be the hourly increase generally 
in demand. 

Within the limits set by scarcities and 
rations, people in Canada, as in the United 
States, have had a better average stand- 
ard of living during wartime than they had 
before, They had the means to support a 
still far higher standard, but buying had to 
be restricted and they put the surplus 
earnings into bonds, Nobody wants to slide 
back to the lower pre-war scale; and that 
is what Mr, Truman wants to avoid 

Whether his plan can work in any gen- 
eral way depends of course on whether the 
“excess profits’ of industry can be kept at 
their wartime level. That is to say, on whe- 
ther the proceeds of production can be kept 
from going into a slump, As prices aré 
bound to recede when the consumer de- 
Jayed-demand has been satisfied, the perm- 
anent success of the scheme would req 
a volume of production large enoug! 
make up the difference 

Production at the pre-war scale in Can 
ada or the United States couldn't be divid- 
ed up 60 a5 to provide wartime wages, ar 
support the standard of living such wazes 
will make possible when goods become as 
plentiful as they then were.

Better Keep Clear 


When they supported Chiang Kai Shek 
in the war, the Allies supposed they were 
backing China. The faction war which has 
spread across the country like a plague 
raises the question. It at least makes plain 
that Chiang’s government is not recog- 
nized as the national authority by an in- 
definite number of millions of Chinese who 
are quite ready to do their arguing with 
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guns; and who seem to be convinced they 
ean win. 

This confronts the Allies with the most 
sinister situation they have faced since 
Germany went down. Perhaps the Nation- 
alist government can defeat the Commun- 
ists, but perhaps it can’t. As he could not 
make headway against the Japs without 
help from the United States and Britain, it 
is possible that Chiang can't beat the 
Chinese Communists without help from the 
Same quarters. And if he doesn’t bring 
them into submission, what? 

But if the United States and Britain or 
either of them support Chiang, the Com- 
munists will call on Russia for help—and 
might get it. That fact may as well be 
faced frankly, for it isn't any mystery. 
The fashion in official Allied cricles is to 
Say nothing about it, and that is sound 
peace strategy on their part. But nothing 
is to be gained by private citizens in the 
Allied countries burying their heads and 
pretending they don't know there are 
clouds on the Far Eastern horizon. They 
know better. 

The best that it seems possible to hope 
for is that President Truman, Prime Min- 
ister Attlee and Marshal Stalin will come 
to an agreement to keep hands off and let 
the Chinese settle the matter, whether by 
compromise or conflict. 

Unless, of course, the Big Three can 
bring pressure on both factions and liter- 
ally coerce them into some sort of working 
agreement—which doesn't seem very likely 
now that a oe war” has started.
